The Liquor Traffic in North Andover. 


Dear Editor ofthe Townsman: 
ain starting your paper ‘you kindly in- 
vited me to use its columns ‘whenever I 
wished, and I will avail myself of this 
medium to address a few words to my 
fellow-townsmen in North 
They will recognize that we are pledged 
to the: entire suppression of the sale of 
liquor. containing more than three per 
cent of alcohol, within the limits of our 
township during the year. — Selling is 
illegal, unless licensed; this year we made 
it law for- our town that no selling 
shouldbe licensed, save that druggists 
might sell for strictly medical, mechani- 
cal, and chemical uses. It is as illegal to 
sell liquor in this town, as it is to steal.

Anti:slavery in Andover fifty years ago. 


From ‘‘The Pioneer Preacher,’’ which we 
noticed a few weeks ago, as the autobiog- 
raphy of Rev. Sherlock Bristol, we make 
an interesting extract below, describing 
the author’s experience in the Academy 
boys debating society (Philo?), in the dis- 
cussion of anti-slavery.
